SKELTON  TO  DROP  USE  OF  FILM  ENTIRELY  when  he  starts  his  new  series  in  February, 
and  will  do  show  live  or  use  kinescope  process  which  permits  editing,  as  does  film. 
Starting  out  last  year  with  a  live  program,  Skelton's  switch  to  film  with  the  new 
season  proved  unsatisfactory. 

FIRST  PHASE  OF  SNADER  DISPUTE  SETTLED  BY  REFEREE,  with  the  sale  of  750  Snader 
Telescript ions  upheld  by  Samuel  R.  Rosenbaum.  Mr.  Snader  claimed  the  sale  by 
Alexander  Bisno  and  Samuel  Markovitch,  part  owners  with  him  in  the  Telescription 
firm,  to  Studio  Films,  was  not  legal,  since  he  had  not  been  consulted.

HOLLYWOOD  FILM  SERIES  NOT  MAKING-  PRODUCTION  PROFIT,  according  to  Dan  Jenkins, 
columnist  for  The  Hollywood  Reporter.  He  wrote,  January  16,  "No  (film)  series  pays 
for  itself  on  its  first  run*  So  far  as  we  know,  there  is  not  a  single  series  now 
on  the  networks  whose  sponsor  isn’t  getting  it  below  cost,  and  if  there  is  a  single 
film  production  company  in  the  business  who  is  shoving  a  profit  as  of  this  month 
he  had  better  step  forward  and  be  identified  as  a  genius."  Jenkins  explained  that 
if  a  series  is  successful  and  the  sponsor  keeps  renewing,  still  first  run  and  still 
below  cost,  it  becomes  so  identified  with  the  original  sponsor  that  no  one  wants  it 
for  a  second  run,  which  is  supposed  to  be  where  the  producer  can  make  his  profit. 
Less  successful  series,  not  up  to  network  sponsorship,  are  sold  on  a  regional  or 
local  basis  and  may  have  several  short  term  runs  for  different  sponsors,  Including 
repeats  in  the  same  city,  and  eventually  pay  off  for  the  producer,  according  to 
Jenkins,  while  it  looks  as  though  the  big  series  are  in  an  uneconomical  rut  that 
bodes  ill  for  their  producers. 


NEW  YORK  TV  GUIDE  BOUGHT  BY  ANNENBERG’S  Triangle  Publications  to  be  developed 
into  a  national  television  feature  magazine  with  local  area  program  listings,  some¬ 
what  in  the  manner  of  Triangle’s  Radio  Guide,  which  was  suspended  during  the  war. 
Negotiations  are  reportedly  underway  to  purchase  other  major  program  magazines  to 
be  absorbed  in  the  new  project. 


STUDIO  ONE  FIRST  AMERICAN  COMMERCIAL  PROGRAM  SHOWN  IN  CANADA,  transmitted  via 
microwave  relay  from  3uffalo,  New  York.  The  first  program  to  reach  Canada  "live" 
was  MacKiniay  Kantor’s  "Signal  32",  on  January  19.  Arranged  through  Canadian  West- 
inghouse  Co.,  Ltd.,  an  affiliate  of  the  Weetinghouse  Electric  Corporation,  sponsor 
of  the  Studio  One  series,  the  program  was  seen  on  CBLT,  Toronto.  A  television  re¬ 
cording  of  the  show  will  be  carried  on  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation’s 
station  CBFT,  Montreal,  on  January  25. 


PHILCO  REVEALS  NEW  COMPATIBLE  COLOR  SYSTEM  is  to  be  presented  to  the  FCC  by  the 
National  Television  System  Committee.  According  to  Mr,  D.  B.  Smith  of  the  Fhilco 
Corporation,  who  made  the  announcement  last  week  at  a  meeting  of  the  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Electrical  Engineers  in  New  York,  tentative  specifications  had  already 
been  prepared  and  field  tested,  and  new  specifications  are  to  be  tested  in  the  next 
few  months,  with  their  success  determining  the  date  of  the  FCC  examination.  The 
standards  were  developed  with  the  thought  of  developing  a  system  which  black  and 
white  sets  could  receive  without  changes,  and  to  provide  a  solution  to  all  other 
questions  raised  at  the  last  FCC  hearing  on  color  TV. 


CEREBRAL  PALSY  TELETHON  COLLECTIONS  11%  OF  AMOUNT  SUBSCRIBED  on  the  l8-hour 
program  conducted  by  station  WJZ-TV  New  York,  key  station  of  the  American  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  on  December  7*  Up  to  January  20,  the  amount  collected  had  reached 
$631,826,  which  1g  115$  of  the  $553/527  pledged.

program  is  telecast),  percentage  ratings  are  emitted. 


A  THREE -JUDGE  STATUTORY  COURT  IN  NY  ruled  by  a  2-to-l  decision  on  February  6 
that  radio  and  television  stations  can  broadcast  giveaway  programs  so  long  as  they 
are  clearly  not  lotteries.  The  court’s  majority  opinion  held  that  no  lottery  exists 
where  the  winner  is  required  to  hear  or  view  the  program  in  question  and  where  the 
winner  contributes  no  money  or  anything  of  value. 


TELEVISION  SETS  IN  USE  IN  TEE  U.S.  totaled  21,234,100  as  of  Jan.  1,  1993  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  announcement  today  by  H.M.  Beville,  Jr,  NBC  Dir  of  Research  &  Planning. 

This  new  total  reflects  an  increase  of  nearly  800,000  set  installations  since  Dec,  1, 
the  largest  monthly  gain  since  October,  1950-  The  current  figure  indicates  that 
more  than  46  per  cent  of  all  homes  in  the  country  are  now  TV-equipped,  compared  with 
35  P©**  cent  a  year  ago. 

GROSS  BILLINGS  FOR  NETWORK  TELEVISION  IN  1952  scored  a  41.3$  jump  over  the  1951 
figures.  Grand  total  of  the  four  nets  amounted  to  $180, 79^,780,  compared  to  the 
$127,989,713  chalked  up  in  *51.  By  networks,  NBC  leads  with  billings  of  $83,282,573, 
followed  by  CBS  with  $69,058,548;  ABC,  with  $18,353,003,  and  DuMont,  with  $10,140,656. 

A  SPOKESMAN  FOR  THE  MOTION  PICTURE  ACADEMI  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES  said  the  deal  is 
pending  for  NBC  to  pay  $100,000  for  television  rights  of  this  year's  Oscar  award 
ceremony.  Sponsorship  became  necessary  for  the  first  time  in  25  years  when  several 
studios  withdrew  financial  support  of  the  affair.  The  show  is  expected  to  be  con¬ 
densed  to  about  one  hour  and  scheduled  at  an  earlier  time  for  the  benefit  of  the  East. 
The  traditionally  star-studded  dinner  may  oblige  the  film  companies  to  sanction  the 
TV  appearance  of  many  performers  heretofore  restrained  from  the  medium.
